Since the publication of the former 
edition of my treatife, I have received a 
letter from that excellent profeflor * of 
midwifery, Dr. Young ‘of Edinburgh, 
containing an account, well worthy the 
‘attention of the faculty, of the appear= 
ance of the puerperal fever in'the lying~ 
in ward of the infirmary of that city.
